The changes in the 
commodity market globally have a major influence on the scarp shredder market. 
The key pillar is to keep the materials in use for a longer duration of time as it will 
reduce the need for new materials by limiting the excessive consumption of 


resources. 


The scrap recycling business has endured volatility over a period. The price of 
metals to buy has increased due to the halt in the business. It has halted many retail 
buying businesses to reduce the exposure to the public. As many consumers move 
from offline purchase to online purchase due to the shop closures, the cardboard 
boxes must be collected for recycling. Packaging of goods plays a vital role in these 
critical times but without the support of recycling the used ones, it is not possible. 


It will be difficult to deliver daily new boxes without recycling the old ones.
